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1. (I'reviously !*rc$cntcd) A mclhod for remotely luanaftiuft an irtslitution 
comprising the steps of: 

remotely coltecting condition data representative ofdevict: status for a number of 
devices utilized in an institution, the condition data sejj^cgalcd into device diiignostic data and 
device reminder data; 

storing the condition data on a database at a centralized facility; 

reviev/ing the condition data to identity at least the device diagnostic data and the 
device reminder data; and 

separately displaying and identifying on a graphical user interface (CiUl) the 
device diagnostic data and the device reminder data. 

2. (Original) The method of claim I further comprising the step of automatically 
updating the GUI on one of user refreshing and user accessing of the GUI. 

:V (Orif^inal) The method of claim I furtlier comprising the step of indicating on the 
GUI the devices requiring immediate attention including identifying the devices in need of repair, 
servicing, and updating. 

^. (Original) The method of claim I further comprising the step of displaying on 
the GUI a reminder profile including a list of devices tliat require routine attention. 

5. (Previously Presented) Tlie method of claim I wherein the institution is a 
medical insiituiiou and further comprising the step of displaying on the CJUI news updates 
relating to tlie devices in the medical institutions. 

6. (Original) Tlie method of claim 5 further comprising the step of displaying news 
links to a numt>cr of news GUIs configured to display information about one of a device, a device 
technology, and a device development. 

7. (Original) *J1ic method of claim I further comprising (he step of identifying on 
the GUI a device location within the medical institution and further comprising the step of 
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displaying on the GUI one of a department and an individuiil rvspunsibic for immediate 
management and monitoring of the device. 

8. (Ori*;inal) Tlic method of claim I further comprising the step of diisplaying on 
the GUI billing information for a device. 

9. (IVcvlously IVcscnlcd) A graphical user inlcrfacc (GUI) for a remotely located 
host configured to display management information for a plurality of devices comprising: 

an alert section having a number of alert indiciitors configured lu indicate urgent 
items relating to a device; 

a reminder section haviny a number of reminder indicator*; configured to di^tplay 
scheduled items rehiling lo the device; and 

a t*eiieral information section having a number of general information textlinks 
configured to display product updates and technology nev/s specific to the device. 

10. (Original) The GUI of claim 9 wherein the number of h\cj\ indicators, the 
number of reminder indicators, and the number of general information textlinks automatically 
update with each user access. 

11. (Original) The GUI of claim 9 wherein the number of alert indiealors, ihe 
ruimbcr of reminder indicators, and the nuinber of general information textlinks are tailored ro be 
specific to a particular user. 

12. (Original) The GUI of claim 9 wherein a number of the alert indicators, a 
number of the reminder indiealors, and a number of general information textlinks are furdier 
configured to link a user upon selection to a number of infbrmiilion specific GUIs. 

13. (Original) The GUI of claim 9 configured to be accessed via an Internet 
connection, 

14. (Previously Presented) The GUI of claim 9 further comprising a number of host 
navigational tabs including a '^Services Home*" tab, a "Solution Services" tab, a ^'Services" tab, an 
^'Assel Mtmagemeni" lab, a "Financial Services" tab, an "Education"" tab, and a "Coniaei Device 
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Provider" tab, wherein ihe number of imvigaiional tabs are configured to link n user to a number 
of service GUIs. 

15. (Original) The GUI of claim 9 further cunfiyurcd 10 display a consolidation of 
automatically generated data and manually generated data including marketing data, customer- 
entered and me«>i^geij from .services and sales |)ersonnel. 

16. (Original) The GUI of claim 9 wherein ihe host includes a mcdicnl institution. 

17. (Previously Prcsenlcd) A system to display consolidation information for a 
remote medical fncilily compri>>ing; 

a computcri;:ed network; 

a readable memory electronically linked to the network; 

u plurality of computers connected to the network wherein at least one of the 
pluriilily of computer^ displays electronic data to a user in the form of a graphical user interface 
(CUD: 

a processing unit capable of calling a GUI on demand nnd CHUsing a 
representation of condition data of a medical facility to be displayed upon request by a user; 

a plurality of devices in a remote medical facility connected to a consolidation 

fueilily; and 

a computer at the consolidation facility pro^j^rammcd to: 

eonliniKilly acquire condition data of the plurality of devices; 

eoniinually acquire reminder data wherein the reminder data includes a 
plurality of scheduled tasks; 

display the condition data and the reminder data on a refreshable 
graphical user interface (GUI); and 

enable data iniiismission lo the remote medical facility in addition to the 
display of the condition data and the reminder data on the refreshable GUI. 

18. (Orii;inal) The system of claim 17 wherein the computer is further programmed 
to determine a munbcr of devices in need of immediate allenlioM. 
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19. (Original) ITie system of claim 17 wherein ihc computer is further programmed 
to automatically display on (he GUI uf>datcd condition data and ttie reminder data with each user 
access of Ihc GUI. 

20. (Original) The system of claim 17 wherein llie computer is further programmed 
to automatically consolidate data from a number of miuvgcncration systems and manual 
generation syslems; including marketing messaging information, messages from remote 
pcrtfOnncI, and Customer input information, and display the consolidated data on the GUI. 

21. (Original) I hc system of claim 20 wherein the auto-generation systems include 
remote monilorini; and diagnostic systems, network monitoring systems, dynamic asset tracking 
systems, billing, invoicing, and control management systems, and news providin.^ systems. 

22. (Original) Hie system of claim 17 wherein the computer is further programmed 
to acquire the condilion dala and (he reminder data via a LAN, a WAN, a telephone system, a 
cable cunimunieation system, and a wireless system. 

23. (Original) The system orelaim 17 wherein ihe computer is further programmed 
to display on the GUI general information ineludinft industry ncw.s, device news, technology 
news, and news relaling to ihe rernole IVjciliiy. 

24. (Original) The system of claim 17 wherein the remote facility is a medical 
institution and the pluraiiiy ofdeviccs include medical diagnostic and medical imaging devices. 

25. (Previously Presented) A computer data signal emhodicd in a carrier wave and 
representing a sequence of instructions ihal when executed by one or more computers causes the 
one or more eomputer^i to: 

Hcquii*e automatically-generated data from a numbci- of auto-generation data 
sources within a remote facility; 

acquire manually entered data from both the remote fiieiliiy and remotely from 
the remote faeiliiy; 

at a centralized processing station, consolidate the automatically generated data 
and the manually entered data: and 
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display the consolidalcd data on a graphical user inicrfacc (GUI), wherein the 
GUI is accessible from Ihc remote facility. 

26. (Original) Tlie computer daU» i^ignal of claim 25 wherein Ihc sequence of 
instruciiuns further causes the one or mure computers to display the GUI in an Internet accessible 
web page. 

27. (Original) The computer dala ^jignal of claim 25 wherein Ihc sct|iiencc of 
instrucliuns further causes the one or more computers to dynamically consoli<l{ite ilic manually 
ciuercri data and the automatically generated data and display updHled consolidated data with 
ciieh user access of the GUI, 

28. (Original) The computer daUi ^iignal of claim 25 wherein llie sequence of 
inslructions further causes the one or more computers to receive data communications as a user 
interacts with the GUI and update the consolidated data in rcspousSe to tlie user-initiated data 
communications. 

29. (Original) The computer data signal of claim 25 wherein the auto-generation 
sources include remote monitoring and diagnostic systems, network monitoring systems, dynamic 
asset tracking systems, dispatching and incidetit tracking systems, and Internet searching syslcms- 

liO. (Original) Tlie computer data signal of claim 25 wherein ilie nianual generation 
data sources includes messaging systems and customer feedback systems. 

31. (Original) I hc computer data signal of claim 25 wherein the rcrrmic facility 
includes a medical institution having a plurality of medical devices. 

.12. (Previously IVcscnicd) The method of claim I wherein Ihc device diagnostic 
data includes aleri data requiring immediate operator attention and the device reminder data 
includes remimlcr data for eventual openilor attention. 
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33. (Previously Pncsciucd) The system of claim 17 wherein the computer is further 
progranimed to enable data transmission to allow informalion lo be provided to llie plurality of 
devices in the remote medical facility. 



34. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 33 wherein the computer is further 
projj^-ammed to receive manually cnlcrcd data ajid enable data traiwmission to allow information 
lu he provided 10 liic plurality of devices in the remote medical facility in response (o receiving 
the maj)ually entered data. 
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
